DECEMBER THIRTY-ONE, NINETEEN HUNDRED 
AND EIGHTY-THREE AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


Be it enacted by the Batasang Pambansa in session assembled: 


SECTION 1. Appropriation of Funds. The following 
sums, or so much thereof as may be necessary, are hereby 
appropriated out of any funds in the National Treasury of the 
Philippines not otherwise appropriated, for the operation of 
the Government of the Republic of the Philippines from 
January one to December thirty-one, nineteen hundred and 
eighty-three except where otherwise specifically provided 
herein:

Special Provisions 


1. Land and Home Development and Improvement Projects. The 
amount allotted for land and home development and improvement 
projects may be used for development projects such as construction and 
repairs of roads, bridges, irrigation systems, artesian wells, waterworks, 
including project or field agency offices, cost of land clearing, and 
maintenance and repair of heavy equipment. Such amounts as may be 
necessary may be allotted for special projects for the establishment 
of nursery, livestock and poultry projects and cooperatives, including 
projects for home development and industries: PROVIDED, That the 
Minister of Agrarian Reform shall coordinate with the Ministry of 
Public Works and Highways for the technical supervision of projects. 


2. Land Surveys. The amount allotted for land surveys may be 
spent for subdivision surveys of settlement areas and private lands 
acquired by the Ministry, boundary surveys of lands proclaimed or set 
aside by the defunct National Resettlement and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration (NARRA), the Land Tenure Administration (LTA), and the 
Land Authority (LA), which may be undertaken by administration or 
by private land surveyors, subject to auditing rules and regulations and 
public bidding: PROVIDED, That in the updating of surveys in the 
lands acquired by the defunct offices, the Ministry, for reason of eco- 


nomy and expediency may undertake such surveys with its own per- 
sonnel and resources. 





8. Loan Assistance. The amounts allotted herein for loan assist- 
ance, either in cash or in kind, shall include provisions for transport- 
ation to farmers/settlers (including their belongings, work animals and 
farm equipment), houses and housing materials, subsistence, supplies, 
farm equipment, work animals, soil conditioners and fertilizers, seed- 
lings and seed stock, supplies and materials, staple vegetable seeds, land 
titles and other direct assistance, income-generating activities of the 
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rural women, students and out-of-school youth within the resettlement 
areas and landed estates administered by the Ministry of Agrarian Re- 
form. 


4. Revolving Funds. The income derived from the operation of 
Tractor Pools and sale of photomaps shall be constituted as separate 
revolving funds solely for the maintenance and operation of the said 
Pools and for the maintenance of tractor equipment and procurement 
of photo supplies, respectively. The income shall be deposited in an 
authorized government depository bank and shall be withdrawn by 
means of checks to be drawn by a duly authorized representative of the 
Ministry and countersigned by the Resident Auditor. Any interest 
earned in such deposit shall accrue to the Revolving Funds, A monthly 
report of income and a quarterly report of expenditures shall be sub- 
mitted to the Office of Budget and Management and in case of failure 
to submit said requirements, the Office of Budget and Management 
shall order the suspension of withdrawals from the Funds until such 
time that said requirements are complied with. 


5. Loan Fund. The loan fund herein appropriated for loan 
assistance shall be utilized thru the Ministry of Agrarian Reform, 
government financial institutions or the private banking system as may 
be approved by the President in support of the resettlement program.

Special Provisions 


1. Motorcycle Loan Fund. The revolving fund which has been 
constituted from the appropriations of the Bureau of Agricultural Ex- 
tension for loans to field extension technicians to purchase motorcycles 
shall continue its operation under such rules and regulations prescribed 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. The fund shall be deposited with the 
Philippine National Bank or any authorized government depository 
bank and withdrawable upon the joint signatures of the authorized re- 
presentatives of the Ministry of Agriculture and the Commission on 
Audit: PROVIDED, That any interest earned in such deposit shall accrue 
to the Revolving Fund: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That no operating 
expenses may be charged to the Revolving Fund other than the normal 
bank charges: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That Payment of loans ex- 
tended to technicians shall be made through payroll deduction: AND 
PROVIDED, FINALLY, That quarterly reports on fund transactions 
shall be submitted to the Office of Budget and Management and in case 
of failure to submit said requirement, the Office of Budget and Manage- 
ment shall order the suspension of withdrawals from this fund until 
such time that said requirement is complied with. 
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2. Revolving Fund. The proceeds from the sale of animals, meat 
and other animal products such as milk, milk products, biologicals and 
livestock services shall constitute a revolving fund for the promotion 
and development of the livestock, poultry and dairy industries, The 
fund shall be deposited in a savings account in an authorized govern- 
ment depository bank and withdrawable on the joint signatures of 
duly authorized representatives of the Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Commission on Audit without the need of a Cash Disbursement Ceiling: 
PROVIDED, That any interest earned shall accrue to the Revolving 
Fund: AND PROVIDED, FURTHER, That quarterly reports of fund 
transactions shall be submitted to the Office of Budget and Management 
and in case of failure to submit said requirements, the Office of Budget 
and Management shall order the suspension of withdrawals from this 
fund until such time that said requirements are complied with. 


3. Overseas Buying and Trading Operations Fund. Tne amount 
entrusted by the duly accredited livestock and meat users for importa- 
tion of livestock, meat and meat by-products including canned goods, 
shall be deposited with an authorized government depository bank and 
shall be held in trust by the Ministry of Agriculture to cover the said 
importations, pursuant to Executive Order No. 572, series of 1979. 


A, Seed and Plant Material Revolving Fund. The proceeds from 
the sale of certified seeds and plant materials shall constitute a revolving 
fund for the procurement of more certified seed and plant materials, 
including 10% buffer stock of national seeds and plant materials re- 
quirements as determined by the National Food and Agriculture Council 
for distribution and sale to areas stricken by natural calamities: 
PROVIDED, That such amount as may be necessary but not exceeding 
20% may be spent for incidental expenses relative to seed and plant 
material procurement, storage and distribution, and for rehabilitation 
and repair of existing structures for seeds, other than for payment of 
salaries, wages, honoraria or allowances: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That 
the fund shall be deposited in an authorized government depository 
bank and withdrawable on the joint signatures of duly authorized 
representatives of the Ministry of Agriculture and the Commission on 
Audit: PROVIDED, FURTHERMORE, That any interest earned shall 
accrue to the Revolving Fund: AND PROVIDED, FINALLY, That 
quarterly reports on fund transactions shall be submitted to the Office 
of Budget and Management and in case of failure to submit said re- 
quirement, the Office of Budget and Management shall order the sus- 
pension of withdrawals from this fund until such time that said require- 
ment is complied with. 


5. Trust Receipts. Deposits for soil survey and proceeds from sale

research stations.

1. Allocation and Identification of Appropriations. The amounts 
herein appropriated for maintenance and other operating expenses, in- 
cluding supplies and materials and for equipment of the Ministry of 
Education, Culture, and Sports shall be identified in the Work and 
Financial Plan as to the Bureau/Office/Division/School of ultimate 
destination. Maintenance and other operating expenses shall include 
provision for the purchase of chalk, teacher record booklets and forms, 
erasers, medical and dental supplies for schools, and mobile clinies, and 
other essential supplies and materials of the Ministry: PROVIDED, 
That supplies directly used by teachers and authorized under P/P/A No. 
1.1.38 hereof shall be issued to them in the form of cash, in addition to 
the cash allowance authorized in this Act: PROVIDED, FURTHER, 
That no amount herein appropriated shall be expended for the purchase 
of textbooks, reference books, supplementary readers, teaching aids, 
manuals, magazines, garden tools, sports equipment, and periodicals, 
whether at Central Office, Regional, Division or School level, unless 
duly authorized in accordance with Letter of Implementation No. 29 
and effected through Special Budgets pursuant to Sec. 40 of P.D. 
No. 1177. 


2. Construction and Repair of Buildings. The construction and re- 
pair of buildings supported by funds herein appropriated shall be su- 
pervised by the District Engineer of the Ministry of Public Works and 
Highways with no imposition of engineering surcharges: PROVIDED, 
That all minor or emergency repairs of school buildings shall be under- 
taken by the Principal or Administrator of the school concerned in 
coordination with the Parent-Teachers Association under the supervi- 
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sion of the District Engineer of the Ministry of Public Works and High- 
ways: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That secondary and collegiate schools 
are authorized to utilize the services of their students, during their vo- 
cational class periods, in the construction and/or repair of public or 
government-owned buildings and equipment as part of their vocational 
training. 


3. Income of Baguio Teachers Camp. Income of the Baguio 
Teachers Camp derived from rentals for the use of its buildings and 
facilities, board and lodging and other sources shall be constituted as a 
revolving fund. The income shall be deposited in an authorized govern- 
ment depository bank, and may be made available for direct main- 
tenance and operating expenses incurred for the board and lodging of 
teachers-occupants and for maintenance and other operating expenses, 
withdrawable on the joint signatures of authorized representatives of 
the Baguio Teachers Camp and countersigned by the Resident Auditor 
without need for Cash Disbursement Ceilings: PROVIDED, That any 
interest income earned shall accrue to the revolving fund: PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, That the Baguio Teachers Camp shall submit to the Office 
of Budget and Management a monthly report of its income and a 
quarterly report of its income and a quarterly report of expenditures 
and in case of failure to submit said requirements, the Office of Budget 
and Management shall order the suspension of withdrawals from this 
fund until such time that said requirements are complied with. 


4, Post-Secondary Courses. No appropriation herein authorized for 
secondary courses offered by secondary schools shall be used for post- 
secondary courses: PROVIDED, That such schools offering post-secon- 
dary courses as of July 1, 1980 under authority issued by the Minister 
of Education, Culture, and Sports may continue to offer those courses 
but without expar.sion in scope or enrolment, except for the MECS- 
Fisheries schools established as Regional Fisheries Institute of Tech- 
nology (RIFT) under the Fisheries Education Project (IBRD Loan 
Agreement No. 1786-PH). 


5. Revolving Fund. The income earned from food production and 
manufacturing programs of the national schools under the Ministry of 
Education, Culture, and Sports pursuant to LOI Nos. 872 and 1026 
shall be constituted as a revolving fund in the name of the agency con- 
cerned, to be deposited in an authorized government depository bank 
and shall be made available to cover the expenses directly incurred in 
the said production activities, withdrawable on the joint signatures of 
the authorized representatives of the school and the Commission on 
Audit without need of cash disbursement ceiling: PROVIDED, That 
any interest earned shall accrue to and form part of the revolving fund 
to be used for the same purpose for which the fund is authorized. 


The agency concerned shall submit a quarterly report of expendi- 
tures and income to the Office of Budget and Management, and in case 
- of failure to submit said requirement the Office of Budget and Manage- 
ment shall order the suspension of all transactions on this fund until 
such time that said requirement is complied with: PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, That the initial development costs of these programs shall be 
charged to the General Fund of the agency concerned to the extent of 
the income generated by the Fund, subject to Section 40 of P.D. No. 
1177, and that subsequent expenditures shall be charged directly from 
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the revolving fund: PROVIDED, FINALLY, That the purchase of motor 
vehicles and equipment out of the revolving fund shall continue to be 
subject to the approval mechanism established by LOImp. No. 29.

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SPECIAL PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO ALL STATE UNIVER- 
SITIES AND COLLEGES 


1, Revolving Fund. Income earned from food production and 
manufacturing programs of State Universities and Colleges pursuant to 
LOI Nos. 872 and 1026 shall be reconstituted as a revolving fund in the 
name of the agency concerned, to be deposited in an authorized govern- 
ment depository bank and shall be made available to cover the expenses 
directly incurred in the said production activities, withdrawable on the 
joint signatures of the authorized representative of the college or uni- 
versity and the Commission on Audit without need of Cash Disburse- 
ment Ceiling: PROVIDED, That any interest shall accrue to and form 
part of the revolving fund to be used for the same purpose for which 
the fund is authorized. 

The agency concerned shall submit a quarterly report of expendi- 
tures and income to the Office of Budget and Management, and in case 
of failure to submit said requirement, the Office of Budget and Manage- 
ment shall order the suspension of all transactions on this fund until 
such time that said requirement is complied with: PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, That the initial development costs of these programs shall 
be charged to the special account in the General Fund of the agency 
concerned to the extent of the income generated by such fund, subject 
to Section 40 of P.D. No. 1177, and that subsequent expenditures shall 
be charged directly from the revolving fund: PROVIDED, FINALLY, 
That the purchase of motor vehicles and equipment out of the revolving 
fund shall continue to be subject to the approval mechanism established 
by LOImp. No. 29. 


2. Appropriations for Branches of State Universities and Colleges. 
The appropriations specified for the branches and units of State Univer- 
sities and Colleges shall be directly released to the respective branches 
or units without the imposition of any reduction by the Main Campus 
of the institution but subject to budgetary reserves or reallocations 
authorized by P.D. No. 1177 and imposed by the Office of Budget 
and Management and without prejudice to the augmentation of the 
shares of such branches or units from funds otherwise appropriated for 
the Main Campus. 


3. Internal Operating Budget. Before the beginning of the budget 
year, the President of each state university and college shall submit 
for confirmation to the President through the Office of Budget and 
Management the internal operating budget of the institution as ap- 
proved by its Board of Trustees/Regents, observing such rules and 
regulations and format as may be determined by the Office of Budget 


and Management: PROVIDED, That the said budget shall indicate 
the amounts intended for each unit of the university or college, classi- 
fied as to itemized personal services, lump-sum personal services ex- 
penditures, maintenance and operating expenditures, equipment and 
capital outlays: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the internal operating 
budget shall indicate for each unit, the amount financed from the 
General Fund (proper) and the institution’s Special Account in the 
General Fund: AND PROVIDED, FINALLY, That in no case shall the 
total amount of the internal operating budget of the institution exceed 
the appropriations authorized in this Act plus the automatic appro- 
priations for fixed expenditures. Supplemental budgets may later be 
approved, funded from actually earned excess income. 
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4. Income of State Universities and Colleges. Income of State 
Universities and Colleges derived from tuition fees, school charges and 
other sources as may be imposed by Governing Boards other than those 
accruing to Revolving Funds created under LOI Nos. 872 and 1026 
and those authorized to be recorded as Trust Receipts pursuant to 
P.D. No. 1177, shall be deposited with the National Treasury and 
recorded as a special account of the General Fund pursuant to P.D. 
No, 1234 and P.D. No. 1437 for the use of the institution, subject to 
Sec. 40 of P.D, No. 1177: PROVIDED, That disbursements from the 
special account shall not exceed the amount actually earned and depo- 
sited: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That a cash advance on such income 
may be allowed State Universitics and Colleges representing up to one 
half of income actually realized during the preceding year and this 
cash advance shall be liquidated from income actually earned during 
the budget year: AND PROVIDED, FINALLY, That in no case shall 
such funds be used to create positions, nor for payment of salaries, 
wages or allowances, except as may be specifically approved by the 
Office of Budget and Management for income producing activities, or 
to purchase motor vehicles, equipment or books, without the prior 
approval of the President, pursuant to Letter of Implementation No. 
29, 

All collections of the State Universities and Colleges for fees, 
charges. and receipts intended for private recipient units, including 
private foundations affiliated with these institutions, shall be duly 
acknowledge with official receipts and deposited as a Trust Receipt 
before said income may be transferred or allocated to the beneficia- 
ries, Availment of such income shall be subject to Section 40 of P.D. 
No. 1177. 


5. Establishment of New Branches. State Universities and Col- 
leges may establish branches or units in localities or absorb other 
national schools herein authorized, only with the approval of the 
President upon recommendation of the Executive Committee. 


6. New Degree Programs of State Universities and Colleges. State 
Universities and Colleges may offer degree programs which have not 
been included in the current year’s authorized program of expendi- 
ture and the operational expenses of which are chargeable to non- 
recurring savings only upon the prior approval of the President upon 
recommendation of the Executive Committee. 


7, Construction and/or Repair of Buildings and Equipment. State 
Universities and Colleges are authorized to utilize the services of their 
students, during regular vocational class period, in the construction 
and/or repair of public or government-owned buildings and equipment 
as part of their vocational training. 


8, Authority to Use Appropriations for Payment of Testing Fees. 
State Universities and Colleges which are members of the Center for 
Educational Measurement may, upon prior approval of the President, 
advance payment of the testing fees of students who take the 
examinations administered by the Center: PROVIDED, That the total 
amount advanced by the said state universities and colleges shall be 
reimbursed in full by the Center from the testing fees collected from 
students.

1. Reimbursement of Expenses. Diplomatic missions and consular 
establishments shall furnish adequate office space to duly accredited 
attachés or representatives of the various Ministries or other govern- 
ment agencies assigned or attached thereto, including provisions for 
their supplies and materials: PROVIDED, That the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs may arrange with the agencies concerned for the reimbursement 
of direct costs incurred in behalf of their respective service attachés. 


2. Rentals of Philippine Chanceries and Embassy Residences. 
The Ministry of Foreign Affairs is authorized to use its appropriations 
for maintenance and other operating expenses to pay advance rentals 
of Philippine chanceries, embassy residences and other government- 
furnished quarters abroad covering a lease period not exceeding five 
years, and to make minor renovations therein suitable for the Ministry's 
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use, as the circumstances and the practice of the foreign country may 
require. 

3. Income Collected by the Foreign Service. Receipts from the 
collections of fees and charges earned in foreign missions shall be duly 
remitted to the National Treasury in order to cover the appropriations 
herein authorized, without prejudice to the retention abroad of foreign 
currency earnings as a working fund, including 25%of the income 
collected by honorary consulates to reimburse their administrative 
expenses, subject to rules and regulations approved by the Central 
Bank of the Philippines and the National Treasury.

Withdrawals from the deposits shall 
be effected upon the joint signatures of the representatives of the 
hospital concerned and the Commission on Audit without the need 
for Cash Disbursement Ceiling: PROVIDED, That the cost of medi- 
cines and drugs including medical supplies dispensed to charity patients 
may be reimbursed with an equivalent amount from the regular appro- 
priations of the hospital. The Chief of the Hospital concerned shall 
submit to the Office of Budget and Management a quarterly report of 
the status of the operation, indicating stock on hand and information 
on the items purchased and sold. In case of failure to submit the re- 
quired report, the Office of Budget and Management shall order the sus- 
pension of all transactions on the operation until the hospital complies 
with the foregoing requirement. 


4, Subsidy for Indigent Patients. The amount herein appropriated 
to cover the fees and charges for the utilization of specialized equip- 
ment in private hospitals or clinics which are not available in govern- 
ment hospitals shall be released and utilized in accordance with such 
rules and regulations as may be approved by the President upon the 
recommendation of the Minister of Health. 
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5. Support of Beds in Private Hospitals. The amount herein appro- 
priated under the Ministry of Health may be used for the support of 
beds or wards in private hospitals in areas where there are inadequate 
government hospital facilities, as may be determined by the President, 
upon recommendation of the Minister of Health. 


6. Release of Capital Outlays. The appropriations for capital out-

1. Food Production Projects. The appropriations for maintenance 
and other operating expenses herein authorized for the Bureau of 
Prisons may be used for activities related to food production and other 
projects which offer training, employment, and rehabilitation oppor- 
tunities to prisoners.

allotmenis can absorb such charges.

1. Restriction on the Use of Funds Allotted for Petroleum, Oil 
and Lubricants. The amounts herein appropriated for petroleum, 
oil and lubricants outlay for the Ministry of National Defense, including 
all its offices and the AFP major services, shall be used exclusively 
for the purchase/acquisition of such petroleum, oil and lubricants, 
and in no case shall any portion thereof be utilized for any other 


purpose. 


When military exigencies so require, the Minister of National 
Defense may authorize Ministry personnel, subject to appropriate 
internal control measures and safeguards, to inspect deliveries of 
petroleum, oil and lubricants serviced direct to aircraft, vessels and 
motor vehicles utilized by the Armed Forces of the Philippines. 


2. Use of Savings. The Minister of National Defense is authorized, 
subject to the approval of the President to use savings in the appro- 
priations herein provided for the Ministry of National Defense for: 
(a) subsistence, hospitalization, transportation, rehabilitation and 
resettlement of destitute military personnel discharged honorably, 
including captured or surrendered dissidents and their families; 
(b) necessary expenses incurred during peace and order campaign; 
(c) planning, coordination and direction of home defense and civilian 
relations activities; and (d) financial assistance to government informers 
who are killed or injured in the performance of their duties. 


8. Disposal of Unserviceable Equipment and Motor Vehicles. 
The Minister of National Defense, upon notice to the Commission on 
Audit, is authorized to dispose unserviceable and uneconomically 
repairable equipment and vehicles of any bureau, office or agency 
under the Ministry of National Defense, without the intervention of the 
Supply Coordination Office through public bidding, negotiated or 
private sale, or by destruction or dumping to prevent use of said items 
in their original state or form. The proceeds derived from sales of said 
equipment and vehicles shall be deposited with the National Treasury 
and shall accrue to the General Fund pursuant to P.D. No. 711: PRO- 
VIDED, that such income may be made available for the procurement 
of equipment and vehicles as replacements of unserviceable ones, 
subject to Section 40 of P.D. No. 1177. 


4. Inspection and Audit of Foreign Posts. The Minister of National 
Defense is hereby authorized to send ministry personnel to inspect 
and audit foreign posts under the Ministry and render report thereon 
to the President: PROVIDED, That the expenses that shall be incurred 
by reason of said inspection and audit shall be charged to the appro- 
priate funds of any bureau or agency of the Ministry. 


5. Airport Security Fee. Airport security fees collected by the 
Bureau of Air Transportation from departing passengers on scheduled, 
non-scheduled or chartered commercial aircraft shall be deposited with 
the National Treasury and shall accrue to the General Fund pursuant 
to Section 50 of P.D. No. 1177: PROVIDED, That such amounts 
as may be necessary may be made available for expenditures as con- 
tribution to the National Action Committee on Anti-Hijacking 
(NACAH), pursuant to LOI No. 414-A dated June 17, 1976, subject 
to Section 40 of P.D. No. 1177.

Special Provisions 


1. Limitation on the Use of Training Appropriations for Payment 
of Death Gratuity and Disability Pension of CMT Cadets. The appro- 
priations allotted for training outlay in the Armed Forces of the Philip- 
pines shall be made available for the payment of death gratuity or 
disability benefits of CMT cadets on account of death or injury 
suffered as a direct and proximate result of summer cadre training or 
participation in military operations of the AFP, except those incurred 
thru misconduct, gross negligence or willful disobedience: PROVIDED, 
That payment shall be made to the beneficiaries as provided in R.A. 
No. 610, as amended, subject to special rules and regulations prescribed 
by the Minister of National Defense: PROVIDED, FINALLY, That 
death compensation shall not be less than twelve thousand pesos. 


2. Allowances of Civilians Utilized During Military Operations. 
The AFP is authorized to grant subsistence allowances and other 
emoluments to civilians who are not employees of the Ministry of 
National Defense but utilized during military operations and similar 
activities of the AFP in the maintenance of peace and order, subject 
to such rules and regulations prescribed by the Minister of National 
Defense. Nothing herein prescribed however, shall preclude local 
government legislative bodies to enact ordinances/resolutions author- 
izing payment thru the AFP of additional benefits/allowances to 
ICHDF members within their respective jurisdictions. 


38. Allotment of Confidential National Security Fund. The 
President in his capacity as Commander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces 
may allot from the appropriations herein provided, such amounts as 
may be necessary for confidential national security purposes, and any 
disbursement therefrom shall be accounted for solely on his certi- 
fication or by the Officer-in-Charge of the National Security Mission 
designated by him. A portion from the programmed allotment of 
said Fund may be used for the purchase of technical equipment and 
vehicles necessary for carrying out national security missions upon 
direction and/or prior approval of the President. 


4. Purchase of Security Information. The Minister of National 
Defense, upon certification of the Chief of Staff, AFP, may recommend 
for the approval of the President the disbursement of funds for pay- 
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ment of rewards to informers or for the purchase of security infor- 


mation on national security projects other than those already approved 
under authorized operating programs of the AFP. 


5. Reimbursement of Expenses Incurred in Anti-Smuggling and 
Economic Subversion Operations. Upon recommendation of the 
Minister of National Defense and approval of the President, expenses 
incurred by the AFP in anti-smuggling, economic subversion or other 
similar operations may be reimbursed out of the proceeds from sale 
of items seized or confiscated by the AFP, subject to Section 40 of 
P.D. No. 1177 and to pertinent budgetary accounting and auditing 
regulations: PROVIDED, That such proceeds may also be used for 
the logistic support and acquisition of information necessary for the 
prosecution of subsequent operations, subject to regulations prescribed 
by the Chief of Staff, with the approval of the Minister of National 
Defense. 


6. Research, Feasibility Studies Development Projects and Text 
and Evaluation. The Chief of Staff, AFP, subject to the approval of 
the Minister of National Defense, and upon direction of the President, 
is authorized to conduct research, feasibility studies, and development 
studies for projects planned and approved under the Self-Reliant 


Defense Posture Program (SRDP), including materiel requirements 
of the AFP on weapons and armaments, air and naval armaments, air 
and naval materiel requirements, ammunition, communications-elec- 
tronics and quarter master items, the cost of which shall be chargeable 
to the appropriations provided for the Self-Reliant Defense Posture 
Program, R & D Program and other Special Funds as provided for by 
P.D. No. 1081. The Chief of Staff is likewise authorized, subject to 
the approval of the Minister of National Defense, to farm out R & D 
projects to private entrepreneurs and/or government scientific agencies 
when these are not within the capability of the AFP to undertake: 
PROVIDED, That the amount that shall be spent for such research, 
feasibility and development studies shall not exceed 4% of the contract 
price or the direct cost of each project. 


7. Loans for Housing Projects and Facilities. The Chief of Staff, 
AFP, subject to the approval of the Ministry of National Defense and 
the Ministry of Finance, is authorized to contract loans from any 
financing corporations for the purchase or lease of real estate and 
construction of housing projects, living quarters and its facilities for 
military personne! including those of JUSMAG and AFP attachés 
abroad: PROVIDED, That the schedule of payment of the loan can 
be supported from the AFP appropriations and that the real estate so 
purchased and the housing and living quarters shall become government 
property, except on housing project which shall be awarded to qualified 
AFP personnel upon payment of the total amortizations. The unused 
or unexpended appropriations of the AFP for quarters allowance shail 
be used to amortize said loans and shall be made available for the repair 
and maintenance of such quarters and housing facilities. 


8. Operating Budget of the AFP Major Services. Pursuant to LOI 
No. 760, the Chief of Staff shall prepare, in consultation with the major 
services, a Work and Financial Plan prior to the beginning of the budget 
year for each of the services of the Armed Forces of the Philippines, 
including the General Headquarters, identifying cost estimates for 
each Program, Project, Activity and Sub-Activity by Command, and 
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the amounts earmarked for intelligence activities and for petroleum, 
oil and lubricants in each Program /Project/Activity as listed in this Act. 

The Work and Financial Plan shall be reviewed by the Minister of 
National Defense and the Office of Budgel and Management and 
submitted to the President for final approval prior to the release of 
funds at the beginning of each budget year. Fund releases shall be 
made through the Office of the Minister of National Defense to the 
General Headquarters, Armed forces of the Philippines. The GHQ, 
Armed Forces of the Philippines shall sub-allot to the major services 
funds allocated to them in the approved Work and Financial Plan, and 
may withold a portion thereof, subject to the approval of the Minister 
of National Defense, in order to cover the cost of centrally procured 
items and the implementation of the operating requirements of inte- 
grated commands without, however, reducing the total amount in- 
tended for the basic pay and allowances, GSiS premiums, pensions and 
gratuities, petroleum, oil and lubricants, ammunitions and other 
similarly fixed and critical expenditures. Deviations from the approved 
Work and Financial Plan and from the implementing budgetary releases 
may be approved by the Minister of National Defense acting upon 
guidelines issued by the President in pursuance of reorganization, 
emergency changes in priority and changes in systems and procedures, 
except as provided under LOI No. 746: PROVIDED, That such appro- 
priation transfers shall be effected through Special Budgets, pursuant to 
Sec. 40 of P.D. No. 1177: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That no increase 
in compensation, allowances and fringe benefits shall be implemented 
without an implementing Budget Circular or the written approval of 
the President, copy of which shali be furnished by the Office of Budget 
and Management. 


9. Funding Support of Civil Security. Units. The National Intel- 
ligence and Security Authority (NISA) may assess national government 
offices, state universities and colleges, government-owned or controlled 
corporations, and local government units for intelligence services, the 
fees of which shall be deposited with the National Treasury and shall 
accrue to the General Fund pursuant to the provisions of P.D. No. 711: 


PROVIDED, That such proceeds may be made available for expendi- 
ture in support of Civil Security Units, chargeable to the General Fund 
Adjustments provided in this Act, subject to Section 40 of P.D. No. 
1177: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That in nc case shall such proceeds be 
used for payment of salaries, wages, honoraria, allowances, represen- 
tation, extraordinary or miscellaneous expenses. 


10. Lease of Armed Forces Equipment. The Armed Forces of the 
Philippines is authorized, subject to the approval of the Minister of 
National Defense, to lease its idle equipment which can be dispensed 
with, and the proceeds derived therefrom shall be deposited with the 
National Treasury and shall accrue to the General Fund pursuant to 
the provisions of Section 50 of P.D. No. 1177. 


11. Use of Savings. The Chief of Staff, AFP, is authorized, subject 
to the approval of the Minister of National Defense, to use any savings 
in the appropriations provided herein for the AFP, for: (a) purchase 
of furniture and equipment for the living quarters of the various Pro- 
vincial Constabulary Commanders not exceeding 1,000,000; (b) pay- 
ment of loans and amortization, including valid prior years’ obligations; 
(c) acquisition of sites, facilities, or equipment under lease or currently 
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used by the Armed Forces, and payment of boundary, relocation and 
sub-division surveys for titling of AFP real estate; (d) purchase, manu- 
facture and repair of motor vehicles, aircrafts, vessels and spare parts, 
and all other types of equipment and materials as may be determined 
by the Minister of National Defense; (e) purchase or manufacture of 
ammunition and components, armaments and other similar equipment 
to build up the reserve stocks of the AFP Reserve Force; (£) construc- 
tion of living quarters, mobilization centers, military barracks, AFP 
museum, archives or libraries and other construction projects; (g) mo- 
dernization and expansion of the AFP General Headquarters; (h) sup- 
port of intelligence and counter-intelligence activities of the AFP: 
(i) suppert of the international commitments of the AFP, including 
the expenses of Philippine Armed Forces Contingent sent overseas on 
missions; (j) payment of certificate of disability discharge pensions of 
retirees, and educational benefits of beneficiaries entitled thereto; 
(k) payment of gratuities and pensions of military retirees under 
Republic Act No. 340, as amended; (1) subsistence of military personnel 
serving sentence at the National Penitentiary; and (m) payment of 
additional allowance for CHDFs: PROVIDED, That a quarterly report 
on use of savings is submitted to the Office of Budget and Management. 


12. Intelligence and Confidential Funds. No amount herein 
appropriated, including those funded from savings shall be utilized 
for intelligence and confidential purposes without the approval of the 
President upon recommendation of the Minister of National Defense. 


13. Conditions on the Use of Appropriations Allotted for Longevity 
Pay. Longevity pay shall be charged against the specific appropriations

fessional fees paid by the Medicare patients intended for honoraria of

ble on the joint signatures of the authorized representatives of the

concerned and to Special Budgets required under Section 40 
of P.D. No. 1177: AND PROVIDED, FINALLY, That when- 
ever practicable and taking into account the cost reduction 
program of the government when an agency arranges with 
another government office for fabrication of furniture or 
equipment, or for computer, printing or other services, the 
agency rendering such services may assess the requesting 
agency for the cost of production and services rendered and 
may utilize the said proceeds subject to Sec. 40 of P.D. No. 
1177, except as otherwise provided in this Act. 


Sec. 3. Revolving Fund. Receipts derived from business- 
-type activities of Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies 
which are authorized by law or by the Special Provisions in 
this Act to be constituted into a Revolving Fund shall be 
separately recorded and deposited in an authorized govern- 
ment depository bank, except as may otherwise be deter- 
mined by the Permanent Committee created under Sec. 51 of 
P.D. No. 1177, and may be made available for operational 
expenses of the said activity of the agency concerned, subject 
to the conditions prescribed under the Special Provisions of 
the agency concerned and the rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the aforementioned Permanent Committee. 
The Revolving Fund shall be considered self-perpetuating and 
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self-liquidating and all obligations or expenditures incurred 
by virtue of said business-type activities shall be charged 
against the Revolving Fund: PROVIDED, That all interest 
earned shall accrue to and form part of the Revolving Fund: 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, That interest earned shall accrue to 
and form part of the Revolving Fund to be used for the same 
purpose for which the fund is authorized. 

The Agency concerned shall submit to the Office of 
Budget and Management a monthly report of the income 
from this Fund and a quarterly report of expenditure. In case 
of failure to submit said requirements, the Office of Budget 
and Management shail order the suspension of all transactions 
on this account until such time that said requirements are 
complied with. 


Sec. 4. Trust Receipts. Receipts from non-tax sources 
authorized by law for specific purposes which are 
collected/received by a government office or agency acting as 
a trustee, agent or administrator, or which have been received 
as guaranty for the fulfillment of an obligation, and all other 
collections classified by law or regulations as trust receipts, 
shall be treated as a trust liability of the agency concerned 
and deposited in an authorized government depository bank 
or in the National Treasury, as the case may be, subject to 
the conditions prescribed under the Special Provisions of the 
agency concerned and to the rules and regulations as deter- 
mined by the Permanent Committee created under Section 
51 of P.D. No. 1177: PROVIDED, That deposits in 
authorized government depository banks shall be withdra- 
able on the joint signatures of the authorized representatives 
of the agency and the Commission on Audit without the 
need of Special budget or the issuance of a Cash Disburse- 
ment Ceiling: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That if the amount is 
deposited in a savings account, the interest shall accrue to the 
General Fund which shall be remitted to the National 
Treasury at the end of each quarter. 


Sec. 5. Seminar and Conference Fees. Ministries, 
bureaus, offices or agencies which conduct training programs 
approved jointly by the Office of Budget and Management 
and the Civil Service Commission are authorized to collect 
seminar and conference fees from government and private 
agency participants, the rates of which shall be determined in 
accordance with Letter of Instructions No. 565. The 
proceeds derived from such seminars or conferences may be 
deposited in an authorized government depository bank asa 
trust liability and shall be made available for expenditure 
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without the need for a Cash Disbursement Ceiling, to defray 
the costs incurred for handouts, meals and other incidental 
expenses, including speakers’ honoraria at rates prescribed 
pursuant to P.D. No. 985, but not for entertainment or 
representation expenses, withdrawable on the joint signatures 
of the authorized representatives of the agency concerned 
and the Commission on Audit: PROVIDED, That if the 
income is deposited in a savings or time deposit account, the 
interest thereof shall accrue to the General Fund and shall be 
remitted to the National Treasury at the end of each quarter: 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, That no appropriations authorized 
in this Act shall be used to support or augment expenses of 
seminars or conferences for which fees are collected: AND 
PROVIDED, FINALLY, That any income remaining in the 
bank account at the end of the fiscal year shall be withdrawn 
and deposited with the National Treasury as income of the 
General Fund. The Office of Budget and Management 
and the Commission on Audit shall promulgate the necessary 
rules and regulations to implement this provision. 

Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies concerned shall 
submit to the Office of Budget and Management a monthly 
report of collections and deposits and quarterly report of 
expenditures and financial status of its training operations, 
and in case of failure to submit said requirements, the Office 
of Budget and Management shall order the suspension of all 
withdrawals from the funds deposited until such time that 
said requirements are complied with. 


Sec. 6. Sale of Products. Ministries, bureaus, offices 
or agencies are authorized to sell products of agricultural, 
industrial or other projects, including official publications, 
and the proceeds derived therefrom shall be deposited with 
the National Treasury and accrue to the General Fund, 
pursuant to Section 50 of P.D. No. 1177, unless otherwise 
provided by law or authorized by Special Provision in this 
Act. 


Sec. 7. Donations. Ministries, bureaus, offices, or agen- 
cies are authorized to accept donations, contributions, grants, 
bequests or gifts, in cash or in kind from foreign govern- 
ments, international agencies, private entities or individuals 
for purposes relevant to their functions. Cash proceeds shall 
be deposited with the National Treasury as a Special Account 
in the General Fund and shall be used or expended only in 
accordance with the wishes of, and purposes specified by the 
benefactor or donor, subject to Section AO of P.D. No. 1177. 
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Contributions or gifts in kind intended for specified benefi- 
ciaries, but which are perishable in nature and would require 
storage or distribution expenditures of more than forty per 
cent of their current market value may be sold at public 
auction and the proceeds derived therefrom shall be de 
posited in like manner as if they were in cash, and shall be 
used or expended for the same purpose, subject to the 
eonditions imposed by the donor and Section 40 of P.D. No. 
1177. All such receipts, including equipment and other fixed 
assets shall be recorded in the books of the government and 
shall be subject to pertinent accounting and auditing rules 
and regulations. 

The agency concerned shali submit to the Office of 
Budget and Management and to the Commission on Audit 
quarterly/monthly report of the proceeds from such dona- 
tions, contributions, grants, bequests or gifts, in cash or in 
kind, including a quarterly report of expenditures or dis- 
bursements thereof. 


Sec. 8. Performance Bonds and Deposits. Performance 
bonds and deposits filed or posted by private persons or 
entities with agencies of the government shall be deposited 
with an authorized government depository bank as trust 
liabilities and under the name of the agency concerned. 
Upon faithful performance of the undertaking or termination 
of the obligation for which the bond or deposit was required, 
any amount due shall be returned to the filing party and the 
office or agency concerned, withdrawable on the joint 
signatures of the authorized representatives of the agency and 
the Commission on Audit without the need for Cash Dis- 
bursement Ceiling: PROVIDED, That any interest accruing 
on deposit accounts and any forfeited amounts shall be 
recorded as income of the General Fund and shall be re 
mitted to the National Treasury at the end of each quarter. 
This provision shall apply to bonds posted in cash, such 
as bidder’s bond, guaranty bonds, bail bonds, judicial 
deposits for the benefit of clients, cash under litigation depo- 
sited in court or quasi-judicial bodies and other refundable 
and judicial bonds, and all bonds and deposits required by 
law, rules and regulations to be posted to ensure the faithful 
performance of an activity or undertaking. 


Authorized Expenditures 


Sec. 9. Reorganization of the Executive Branch. The Pre- 
sident may adjust, realign or modify key budgetary inclusions 
and appropriations authorized in this Act as may be neces- 
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sary to implement the reorganization of Ministries and 
Agencies of the government as approved by law or pursuant 
to Presidential Decree No. 1416 granting continuing authori- 
ty to the President of the Philippines to reorganize the ad- 
ministrative structure of the National Government. 

The provisions of P.D. No. 1177 and this Section to the 
contrary notwithstanding, nothing shall be construed as pre- 
venting the President from authorizing the realignment of 
funds from one specific program, project or activity to 
another, provided that the total amount as realigned does not 
exceed the grand total of all the appropriations of the Mini- 
stries concerned. 


Sec. 10. Authority to Use Savings. Ministries, bureaus, 
offices and agencies are hereby authorized to use savings re- 
alized from appropriations actually released to augment their 
operational expenses, subject to LOImp. No. 29 and P.D. No. 
1177: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That such savings shall 
neither be used for personal services nor for the creation 
of positions. 


Sec. 11. Use of Savings. The President of the Philippines 
is authorized to use savings in the appropriations for the 
Ministries provided in this Act for the settlement of the 
following obligations and activities incurred during the cur- 
rent year: 


a. Payment of hazard duty pay and of retirement gratui- 
ty or separation pay of employees who are entitled 
thereto under existing law or are laid off as a result of 
the elimination of their positions under authorized 
procedures; 

b. Payment of the share of the National Government in 
the salaries of officials and employees in newly 
created and/or reclassified local government units 
where no appropriation has been provided in this Act 
or where the authorized appropriation is not suffi- 
cient to cover the salaries of the said officials and 
employees; 

c. Provision for social and economic opportunities and 
such other activities intended for the welfare of the 
cultural minorities as may be undertaken by the 
Presidential Assistant on National Minorities; 

d. Organization, activation, training and operation of 
military units for the purpose of implementing 
agency development projects in areas adversely 
affected by peace and order problems, including 
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salaries and allowances of all military personnel 
assigned thereto; 

e, Payment of obligations of the National Government 
or any of its Ministries or agencies arising from per- 
fected and valid contracts or international agree- 
ments; 

f. Purchase or repair of equipment and furniture, inc- 
luding motor vehicles, to replace those lost or des- 
troyed through theft or robbery, accident, fire, 
typhoon and other natural calamities, and to replace 
unserviceable and condemned items; 

‘g, Expansion of essential facilities and services, inc- 
luding the opening of additional classes in elemen- 
tary, secondary and vocational schools, as may be 
approved by the President; 

h. Funding of foreign exchange and peso requirements 
of foreign-assisted projects. 


Sec. 12. Key Budgetary Inclusions. The Key Budgetary 
Inclusions (KBI) of Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies 
shall be released and used only for the indicated purposes and 
conditions, except as may be otherwise approved by the Pre- 
sident, pursuant to P.D. No. 1177: PROVIDED, That the 
amounts herein appropriated and funded from loan proceeds 
or donations shall be released only to the extent of actual 
loan availments or receipts, as the case may be, and shall 
not be used for any purpose other than that specified in the 
loan agreement or in the deed of donation. 


Sec. 13. Expenditure Components, No change or modi- 
fication shall be made in the expenditure items referred 
to in the General Appropriations Act and other Appro- 
priations Laws except by act of the Batasang Pambansa or of 
the President, as the case may be, upon recommendation of 
the Office of Budget and Management. 


Sec. 14. Cash Advances for Foreign-Assisted Projects. 
Any provision of law to the contrary notwithstanding, cash 
advances may be authorized to meet the expenditure re- 
quirements of foreign-assisted projects in cases where the 
approved project/loan agreement provides specifically for a 
reimbursement mechanism for expenses incurred, subject to 
the approval of the Office of Budget and Management and to 
applicable accounting and auditing regulations. 


Sec. 15. Foreign Purchases and Other Importations. 
Purchases under foreign military sales agreements, heavy 
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equipment imports for infrastructure projects and other 
importations of agencies which are financed by foreign 
borrowings or by Central Bank consolidated borrowing 
programs shall be subject to the requirement of certification 
of availability of appropriations released for the purpose, to 
the requirements of LOI No. 880 and to applicable laws, 
rules and regulations. 


Sec. 16. Foreign Exchange Requirements. Except as 
otherwise provided in this Act, the appropriations for Mini- 
stries, bureaus, offices or agencies allotted for maintenance 
and other operating expenses may be used for foreign ex- 
change requirements of duly approved activities, including 
payment of dues to international organizations, subject to 
the prior approval of the Office of Budget and Management. 


Sec. 17. Legal Assistance. With the approval of the Presi- 
dent and upon recommendation of the Minister of Justice 
and the Presidential Commission on Reorganization, the 
funds herein appropriated for legal assistance activities, 
including those in the Ministry of Justice, Ministry of Labor 
and Employment, Ministry of Agrarian Reform, Ministry of 
Agriculture, and other agencies may be realigned so as to 
ensure a fully integrated legal assistance program. 


Sec. 18. Purchase of Computer Equipment. The appro- 
priations authorized in this Act for the purchase of computer 
equipment shall be released only with the approval of the 
President upon recommendation of the National Computer 
Center and the Office of Budget and Management. 


Sec. 19. Purchase of Motor Transport Equipment. No 
appropriations authorized in this Act shall be used directly or 
indirectly for the purchase of motor transport equipment 
unless otherwise directly authorized by the President or as 
approved by the Executive Committee upon recommenda- 
tion of the Office of Budget and Management as provided by 
Letter of Instructions No. 1220. 


Sec. 20. Limitation on Purchase of Supplies, Materials 
and Equipment Spare Parts. The stock on hand of supplies, 
materials and equipment spare parts, to be acquired thru 
ordinary purchase out of appropriations herein provided, 
shall at no time exceed normal three-month requirements, 
subject to pertinent rules and regulations issued by com- 
petent authority: PROVIDED, That heads of Ministries, 
bureaus, offices or agencies or other instrumentalities of the 
government may approve the build-up of stocks on hand of 
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critical supplies and materials as defined or specified by the 
Office of Budget and Management in anticipation of cost 
increases, of requirements of a national emergency, or of an 
impending shortage in the items concerned; specifying 
maximum quantities of individual items, but in no case shall 
these stocks exceed more than one year’s need, unless other- 
wise approved by the President, upon the joint recommen- 
dation of the Minister concerned and the Chairman of the 
Commission on Audit. 


Sec. 21. Emergency Purchases. Unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this Act, Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies 
of the National Government are authorized to make emer- 
gency purchases of supplies, materials and spare parts of 
motor transport equipment that are urgently needed for the 
repair of ambulances, motor vehicles, vessels and aircrafts or 
to meet an emergency which may involve the loss of, or 
danger to, life and/or property, or are to be used in con- 
nection with a project or activity which cannot be delayed 
without causing detriment to the public service, in a monthly 
amount not exceeding four per centum of the annual agency 
expenditure program for supplies and materials out of the 
appropriations allotted for maintenance and other operating 
expenses of the agency concerned, except as may be autho- 
rized by the President, upon the joint recommendation 
of the Office of Budget and Management and the Com- 
mission on Audit. 


Sec. 22. Repair of Buildings. Ministries, bureaus, offices 
or agencies, including public schools, courts of justice and 
hospitals may use their appropriations allotted for main- 
tenance and other operating expenses for minor repairs of 
their offices and buildings which are government-owned. 


Sec. 23. Cultural and Athletic Activities. Appropriations 
allotted for maintenance and other operating expenses not 
exceeding P15,000 per annum for each Ministry, bureau, 
office or agency, and P5,000 for each Regional Office of each 
regionalized Ministry, bureau, office or agency, may be used 
for cultural and athletic activities, including purchase of 
uniforms at not more than P250 for each participant, and for 
supplies and necessary expenses for said activities. The 
amounts fixed in this section constitute the allowable maxi- 
mum to be expended by any bureau, office or agency for its 
cultural and athletic activities, except as otherwise approved 
by the President: PROVIDED, That these amounts may be 
pooled by the Minister concerned into one fund, program-

med and controlled to best serve the needs of all the offices 
bureaus and agencies therein. 


Sec. 24. Extraordinary and Miscellaneous Expenses, 
Appropriations herein authorized may be used for extra- 
ordinary expenses not exceeding: (a) P380,000 for each 
Minister or equivalent, (b) ®10,000 for each Deputy Minister 
or equivalent; (c) P4,000 for each Assistant Secretary or 
head of bureau or organization of equal rank to a bureau 
and for each Ministry Regional Director; and (d) P2,000 
for cach Bureau Regional Director. In addition, official 
entertainment and other miscellaneous expenses not exceed- 
ing 6,000 per annum shall be authorized for each of the 
following offices: 

1. Office of the Minister; 

2. Office of the Deputy Minister, 

3. Office of the Assistant Secretary ; 

4. Bureau or Organizations of Equal Rank to a Bureau; 

5. Office of the Ministry Regional Director; and 

6. Office of the Bureau Regional Director. 

These expenditures shall be payable on a reimbursement 
basis upon presentation of receipts and chargeable to appro- 
priations allotted for maintenance and other operating 
expenses of the corresponding office. 

For purposes of this Section, extraordinary and mis- 
cellaneous expenses shall include, but not limited to, ex- 
penses incurred for or during meetings, seminars and con- 
ferences, official entertainment, public relations, educational, 
athletic and cultural activities, contributions to civic or 
charitable institutions, membership fees in government 
associations, subscription to professional technical journals 
and informative magazines, library books and materials, 
office equipment and supplies and other similar expenses that 
are not supported by the regular budget allocation: PRO- 
VIDED, That no portion of the amounts authorized herein 
shall be used for the creation of positions, nor for salaries, 
wages, allowances, intelligence and confidential expenses. 


Sec. 25. Conditions for the Release of Intelligence and 
Confidential Funds. Intelligence and confidential funds 
provided for in the budgets of Ministries, bureaus, offices or 
other agencies of the National Government, including 
amounts from savings authorized by special provisions to be 
used for intelligence and counter-intelligence activities, shall 
be released only on a project basis upon approval of the 
President. 
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Sec. 26. Information Outlay. The appropriations pertain- 
ing to information activities of the various Ministries, 
bureaus, offices or agencies shall be released upon presenta- 
tion of an appropriate program of activities prepared in 
coordination with the Office of Media Affairs, copies where- 
of shall be furnished the members of the Batasang Pambansa. 


Sec. 27. Loans Outlay. The amounts authorized for loans 
outlay in the budgets of Ministries, bureaus, offices and other 
agencies, including accumulated balances and receivables, 
shall be remitted to government financial institutions to be 
constituted and administered as a trust fund under such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon by the head of 
the agency and the government financial institution con- 
cerned. 

The rules and regulations governing the use of the trust 
fund shall be formulated by the Office of Budget and Man- 
agement. 


Contracts 


Sec. 28. Funding of Contracts. Notwithstanding the 
availability of deferred payment terms, Ministries, bureaus, 
offices or agencies concerned, before entering into a contract 
involving the expenditure of public funds, including contracts 
for services or consultancy, contracts of lease, equipment 
rental, construction of partitions or improvements in leased 
buildings, or contracts involving an increase in the approved 
contract price shall secure a certification of availability of 
funds for the purpose from the agency Chief Accountant, 
subject to applicable rules and regulations as may be issued 
by the Office of Budget and Management and to Sections 46 
and 64, P.D. No. 1177: PROVIDED, That the certification of 
availability of funds sufficient to cover the cost of the con- 
tracted activities shall be contained in and made part of 
the contract duly signed by the Chief Accountant of the 
contracting agency, as provided for by LOI No. 968. 


Sec. 29. Loan Agreements. Ministries, bureaus, offices or 
agencies shall in no case enter into foreign or domestic loan 
agreements, whether in cash or in kind, unless the whole 
amount of the loan component is covered by an obligational 
authority certifying to the availability of programmed appro- 
priations pursuant to LOI No. 880. 


Sec. 30. Contracts for Security and Janitorial Services. 
Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies are authorized to 
contract for security and janitorial services with private firms 
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after public bidding. The cost thereof may be paid from 
savings in the appropriations of the Ministry, bureau, office 
or agency concerned. The execution of the contract for 
security and janitorial services shall not operate to auto- 
matically abolish or render vacant any existing occupied 
security or janitorial position in the contracting office or 
agency: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That when said security or 
janitorial position shall subsequently become vacant, said 
position shall be considered automatically abolished. 


Sec. 81. Future Payment of Contractual Obligations. 
Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies, before entering into 
contracts for delivery of goods or services against future 
payment, shall first secure a certification of the availability of 
the full contracted amount for such goods or services out of 
the agency’s appropriations. No contracts shall be entered 
into nor work shail be undertaken without such certification 
of fund availability. 


Sec. 32. Conditions for Lease-Purchase Agreements. 
Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies may enter into agree- 
ments for lease-purchase of equipment subject to public 
bidding and to the approval of the Office of Budget and Man- 
agement, and other pertinent accounting and auditing re- 
gulations. Details of the payment shall be indicated in the 
lease-purchase agreement and accompanied with certification 
of availability of equipment outlay authorized for the agency 
in this Act to cover the full contract cost: PROVIDED, That 
lease-purchase agreements may be entered into only for 
specialized equipment with high unit costs and not for such 
equipment as typewriters, adding machines, automobiles the 
purchase price of which is at least P50,000.00: AND PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, That all lease-purchase agreements 
of equipment with a total value in excess of ®200,000.00 
shall be subject to the approval of the President. 


Personal Services Benefits 


Sec. 33. Funding of Personnel Benefits. The personnel 
benefits costs of government cfficials and employees shall be 
charged against the respective funds from which their com- 
pensation and/or salaries are paid. 

All authorized supplementary/additional compensation, 
fringe benefits and other personal services costs of officials 
and employees whose salaries are drawn from special ac- 
counts or special funds, such as salary increases and adjust- 
ments, merit increases, incentive/service fees, vacation 
and sick leaves, retirement and life insurance premiums, 
compensation insurance premiums, health insurance (Medi- 
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care) premiums, Pag-I.B.L.G. contributions, hospitalization 
and medical benefits, scholarship and educational benefits, 
training and seminar expenses, all kinds of allowances, 
whether commutable or reimbursable, in cash or in kind, 
and other personnel benefits and privileges authorized 
by law, including the payment of retirement gratuities, 
separation pay and terminal leave benefits shall be charged 
against the corresponding fund from which their basic 
salaries are drawn and in no case shall such personnel benefits 
costs be charged against the General Fund of the National 
Government. 

Officials and employees on detail with other offices, 
including the representatives and support personnel of 
auditing units assigned to serve other offices or agencies, shall 
be paid their salaries, emoluments, allowances and the 
foregoing supplemental compensation, fringe benefits and 
other personal services costs from the appropriations of their 
parent agencies and in no case shall such be charged against 
the appropriations of the agencies where they are assigned or 
detailed, except when authorized by law. 


Sec. 34. Transportation and Representation Allowances. 
The following officials and those of equivalent rank as may 
be determined by the Office of Budget and Management are 
hereby granted monthly commutable transportation and 
representation allowances payable from the programmed 
appropriations provided for their respective offices, not 
exceeding the rates indicated below, which shall apply to 
each type of allowance: 

a. AtP1,000 for Ministers; 

b. AtP750 for Career Executive Service Rank I 


Officials; 

c. At P650 for Career Executive Service Rank I 
Officials: 

d. At P550 for Career Executive Service Rank III 
Officials; 

e. At P475 for Career Executive Service Rank IV 
Officials; 

f. At¥400 for Career Executive Service Rank V 
Officials; and 


g. At ‘P3825 for Chiefs of Divisions, identified as such in 

the Personal Services Itemization. 

The transportation allowance herein authorized shall not 
be granted to officials who are assigned a government vehicle 
or use government motor transportation, except as may be 
approved by the President. Unless otherwise provided by 
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law, no amount appropriated in this Act shall be used to pay 
for representation and/or transportation allowances, whether 
commutable or reimbursable, which exceed the rates author- 
ized under this Section. Previous administrative authori- 
zations not consistent with the rates and conditions herein 
specified shall no longer be valid and payment shall not be 
allowed. 

Allowances of those officials who are receiving salaries 
from special accounts or special funds shall be charged 
against the corresponding fund from which their salaries are 
charged. Officials on detail with other offices, including 
officials of the Commission on Audit assigned to serve other 
offices or agencies, shall be paid the allowance herein autho- 
rized from the appropriations of their parent agencies. 


Sec. 85. Official Vehicles and Transport. Government 
motor transportation may be used by the following officials, 
and those who may be specifically authorized by the Presi- 
dent with costs chargeable to the appropriations authorized 
for their respective offices: 

The President of the Philippines; 

The Prime Minister; 

The Speaker of the Batasang Pambansa, 

The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court; 

The Deputy Prime Minister; 

The Ministers, Deputy Ministers and officials of 

equivalent rank; 

The Ministers cf State; 

The Presiding Justice of the Intermediate Appellate 

Court; 

i. Ambassadors, Ministers, Plenipotentiary and Consuls 
in charge of Consulates, in their respective stations 
abroad; 

j. The Chief of Staff, the Vice Chief of Staff, and the 
Commanding Generals of the major services of the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines; and 

k. The Heads of Constitutional Offices. 


Sec. 36. Uniform/Clothing Allowance. The appro- 
priations herein provided for each Ministry, bureau or office 
may be used for uniform and/or clothing allowance at not 
more than #250 each per annum of female employees and 
employees occupying positions which require the wearing of 
specialized uniform such as security guards, prison guards, 
customs police/guards, quarantine officers, letter carriers, 
hospital attendants, road maintenance men, street sweepers, 
and other employees as may be determined by the Office of . 
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Budget and Management. Savings in the appropriations for 
each Ministry, bureau or office may be used for this purpose 
where no amount is specifically appropriated in this Act. 


Sec. 37. Hazardous Duty Pay. Upon recommendation of 
the Ministry Head and approval of the Office of Budget and 
Management, hazard pay may be allowed to officials, and 
employees who are actually assigned in hardship or difficult 
areas, strife-torn or embattled areas, distressed or isolated 
stations, prison camps, mental hospitals, radiation exposed 
clinics or laboratories, or disease-infected areas which expose 
them to great danger, contagion, radiation, volcanic activity/ 
eruption, occupational risks or perils to life, chargeable to 
savings in the appropriations of the Ministry/ Agency con- 
cerned, which shall not be less than P50 nor more than P150 
each per month, except in cases where the rates are specific- 
ally provided for under special laws, charters or enabling acts, 
in which case such rates shall govern: PROVIDED, That 
hazard pay by reason of sirife-torn or embattled areas shall 
be subject to the certification issued by the Minister of 
National Defense and the rates thereof shall be determined 
by the Office of Budget and Management on the basis of the 
area classification certified by the Minister of National 
Defense. The Office of Budget and Management and the 
Minister of National Defense shali review from time to 
time authorizations for the payment of hazardous duty pay 
in strife-torn and embattled areas earlier issued and shail 
terminate such authorizations in areas if conditions no longer 
justify the continuation of hazardous duty pay. 


Sec. 388. Honoraria. Ministries, bureaus, offices or 
agencies are authorized to use their respective appropriations 
for payment of honoraria as compensation. for services 
rendered by researchers, experts and specialists who are 
aknowledged authorities in their field of specialization, at 
such rates as the Office of Budget and Management may 
authorize, unless otherwise specifically provided by law. 


Sec. 39. Incentive or Service Fees. Incentive or service 
fees paid by the Government Service Insurance System or by 
private companies which are intended for employees servicing 
them shall be deposited with the National Treasury and shall 
accrue to the General Fund, pursuant to Sec. 50 of P.D. No. 
1177. Such fees may be made available for payment of 
incentive or service fees of the employees of the agency in 
accordance with rates approved by the Minister concerned, 
subject to Section 40 of P.D. No. 1177: PROVIDED, That 
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the share of any employee may not, in the aggregate, exceed 
fifty per centum of his annual salary. 


Sec. 40. Special Counsel Allowance. Lawyer-personnel in 
the legal staffs of Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies of 
the National Government appearing in Court as special 
counsel in collaboration with the Solicitor-General and/or 
Fiscals concerned are hereby authorized an allowance of 
P7100 for each appearance, chargeable to savings in the 
appropriations allotted for personal services of their respect- 
ive offices, but not exceeding #400 a month. 


Sec. 41. Conditions for Entitlement to Quarters Allow- 
ance. Except as may be authorized by law, government 
officials and employees who, by virtue of their positions, 
are furnished free quarters or are charged only a nominal 
rate in government-owned buildings, such as dormitories 
or living quarters in hospitals, state colleges, universities 
and schools, foreign posts and elsewhere, shall forfeit en- 
titlement to any quarters allowance. Where portions of 
rented private buildings are authorized to be utilized for 
officials’ quarters, the excess of rental cost over the quarters 
allowance of the official shall be borne by him. Those who 
enjoy free quarters in government-owned or rented buildings 
but who are not entitled to quarters privilege shall be charged 
the corresponding cost of rentals therefor. Unless fixed by 
law or regulations, the rate of quarters allowance or rental, 
as the case may be shall be determined by the Office of 
Budget and Management. 


Sec. 42.° Compensation of Contractual Personnel. Heads 
of Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies, when authorized in 
their respective appropriations as provided under this Act, 
may hire consultants, experts and other contractual person- 
nel to perform specific vital activities or services which 
cannot be provided by the regular staff of the agency, limited 
to such period when their services are reasonably required 
and to activities that shall have a definite expected output. 
Such contractual personnel may be paid compensation 
inclusive of fees, honoraria, per diems and allowances not 
exceeding 120% of the minimum salary of an equivalent 
position in the National Classification and Compensation 
Plan, except as may be authorized by the Office of Budget 
and Management in the following instances: (a) when the 
consultant or expert is an acknowledged authority in his field 
of specialization; and (b) where the consultant or expert is 
hired to perform a specific activity or service that requires 
technical skill and expertise which local force cannot provide, 
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or if such expertise is available, the supply is limited: PRO- 
VIDED, That in no case shall such compensation exceed 
the salary of his immediate superior, except as may be 
otherwise approved jointly by the Civil Service Commission 
and the Office of Budget and Management: PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, That no amount appropriated in this Act shall be 
used for payment of retirement gratuity under Section 12(c) 
of C.A. No. 186, as inserted by R.A. No. 1616, as amended, 
nor for leave benefits pertaining to services rendered under 
contractual employment, nor use the compensation received 
for the same period as basis for computation of leave bene- 
fits, except where specifically provided by law. 


For purposes of this Section, appointments to positions 
funded from lump-sum appropriations for personal services 
for the payment of consultants, technical, professional and 
expert services, confidential assistants or other similar posi- 
tions, or from capital outlays, feasibility studies fund, sub- 
sidies, donations, special projects fund, either funded by 
the General Fund and/or supported by domestic or foreign 
loans, and other similar funds which may be used for per- 
sonal services, are considered contractual in nature. Ap- 
pointments which are funded from special lump-sum appro- 
priations, subsidies and contributions from other agencies, 
shall likewise be considered as contractual in nature, and 
subject to the above yestrictions and limitations, except 
as may be determined by the Office of Budget and Man- 
agement. 


Sec. 43. Restriction on the Use of Appropriations for 
Retirement Gratuity and Terminal Leave. Unless otherwise 
authorized by law, no amount appropriated in this Act shall 
be used for payment of retirement gratuity under the pro- 
visions of Sec. 12(c) of C.A. No. 186, as inserted by R.A. 
No. 1616, as amended, and terminal leave benefits of retiring 
officials and employees which include in the computation 
thereof additional compensation received for: (a) overtime 
services rendered beyond regular office or school hours; (b) 
per diems for attendance in board or committee meetings or 
conferences or for travel outside official stations; (c) mid- 
year, Christmas, thirteenth month and other bonuses; (d) 
allowances for cost of living, subsistence, quarters, housing, 
laundry, clothing/uniform, family, education, hazardous 
occupation, overseas duty, post/ station, medical/dental/ 
hospitalization, reimbursable representation, transportation, 
extraordinary and miscellaneous, amelioration, inflation, 
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incentive and such other similar allowances; (e) fees on per 
capita basis as members/examiners of professional regula- 
tion and other examination boards; (f) honoraria as resource 
speaker or lecturer in conferences or seminars or as instruc- 
tors in classrooms for excess teaching loads granted over basic 
pay rendered at night or on Saturdays, holidays and summer 
vacation; (g) fees for consultancy or similar services rendered 
to committees, boards, offices or agencies; and (h) service 
fees for extra services and other similar compensation paid 
for rendition of additional services. 


Sec. 44. Unauthorized Pre-Retirement Promotions and 
Salary Increases. No portion of the appropriations provided 
in this Act shall be used for automatic promotions or for 
salary increases and adjustments granted to retiring officials 
and employees, which are not authorized by law and duly 
formalized in the form of a National Compensation Circular. 


Sec. 45. Personal Liability of Officials for Payment of 
Unauthorized Personal Services Cost. No official or employee 
of any Ministry, bureau, office, agency, commission, board, 
state university or college, of the National Government, in- 
cluding those of government-owned or controlled corpo- 
rations shall be granted and/or paid any unauthorized com- 
pensation, either basic, additional or supplementary, or 
fringe benefits and allowances of any kind, including pay- 
ment of retirement benefits and terminal leaves computed 
in violation of the General Provisions in this Act or other 
existing laws, which are chargeable against the appropriations 
authorized in this Act or under other appropriation laws or 
from other income of the Government. 


The payment of any unauthorized compensation, allow- 
ance, fringe benefits or personal services costs made in 
violation of this Section or of the General Provisions in this 
Act is null and void and is the personal liability of the head 
of the office or agency who authorized such payment, the 
Resident Auditor, other officials and employees who patti- 
cipated or took part therein, and the person who received 
such payments, who shall be jointly and severally liable for 
the refund of the full amount so paid and received, in addi- 
tion to any disciplinary action that may be instituted against 
such erring officials under the provisions of Sections 49 and 
87 of P.D. No. 1177 and to any criminal action under the 
Revised Penal Code and other penal laws. 
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Local Government Units 


Sec. 46. Sharing of National Revenues. The computation 
of appropriations herein authorized for local government 
revenue sharing established under P.D. Nos. 144 and 436 (as 
amended) shall be based on revenues excluding income 
recorded but charged to the General Fund Adjustments and 
Customs Duties Fund provided in this Act assessed on 
otherwise tax-exempt government agencies and corporations. 
Compliance with the sharing formula as provided by law shall 
be determined taking into account all funds allocated and 
released for local government units, except for the budgetary 
aid fund herein appropriated pursuant to Item No. 7 of P.D. 
No. 144. 


Administrative Procedures 


Sec. 47. Condition for Release of Funds for Training 
Programs. Ministries, bureaus, offices or agencies shall for- 
mulate and review their training programs in light of the 
need to train personnel in skills and attitudes. Such training 
programs shall be submitted to the Training Coordination 
Committee created under LOI No. 754, which shall review 
and evaluate the training activities. No appropriation for 
training shall be released without such review and evaluation. 


Sec. 48. Direct Release of Funds to Regional Offices. 
Funds allotted for regional offices but included in the budgets 
of their central offices or which are specifically allocated for 
the different regions shall be released directly to said regional 
offices when dictated by the need and urgency of regional 
activities, pursuant to Sec. 38(e) of P.D. No. 1177. Impo- 
sition of any retention or deduction as reserves shall not 
be allowed except as may be authorized by the Office of 
Budget and Management. For this purpose, the Office of 
Budget and Management shall identify by region the ex- 
penditure programs of agencies in the national government 
budget and shall release funds intended for them in accord- 
ance with the approved regional distribution of expenditures, 
specifying the region of destination. 


Sec. 49. Prohibition Against Deduction/Retention of 
Allotment. Fund releases from appropriations provided in 
this Act for any project or activity shall be transmitted intact 
or in full to the office or agency concerned and no retention 
or deductions as reserves or overhead shall be made, except as 
authorized by law or upon direction of the President. The 
Commission on Audit shall ensure compliance with this 
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provision to the extent that sub-allotments by Ministries 
and/or Central Agencies to their subordinate offices are in 
conformity with allocations in budgetary Advice of Allot- 
ments issued by -the Office of Budget and Management. 


Sec. 50. Release of Appropriations to Local Government 
Units. Funds appropriated herein for local government units 
shall be released only after the approval of their respective 
budgets pursuant to the provisions of P.D. No. 1375, except 
as may be authorized jointly by the Ministry of Local Gov- 
ernment and the Office of Budget and Management. 


Sec. 51. Administration of the Releases of Funds Allot- 
ted for Operating Expenses and Equity Investments in Gov- 
ernment Corporations. Funds herein appropriated for operat- 
ing expense contributions and equity investments in gov- 
ernment-owned or controlled corporations and other public 
corporate bodies which are included as separate programs 
under the Ministry to which the government corporation is 
attached, including those attached to the Office of the 
President, shall be under the administration of the Office of 
Budget and Management. Said funds shall be directly released 
to the recipient corporation through the Bureau of the 
Treasury on the basis of a Work and Financial Plan prepared 
and submitted by the Corporation concerned, subject to Sec. 
40 of P.D. No. 1177 and Letter of Implementation No. 29. 


Sec. 52. Corporate Equity Investments. The appro- 
priations herein authorized for equity investments may be 
used by the National Treasurer for the payment of loans 
relent to corporations, including the obligations incurred by 
the said corporations for the reimbursement of advances made 
by the National Treasury on obligations guaranteed by the 
Government of the Republic of the Philippines, subject to the 
approval of the President upon recommendation of the 
Office of Budget and Management. 


Sec. 53. Submission of Financial Statements. All govern- 
ment-owned or controlled corporations shall submit to 
the Office of Budget and Management and to the members of 
the Batasan their respective financial statements, including 
plans, programs, targets and other reports as may be required 
from time to time. The annual reports shall be done and sub- 
mitted as herein provided on or before March 31, of the suc- 
ceeding year. 


Sec. 54. Unauthorized Organizational Units. Unless 
otherwise created by law or directed by the President, no 
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organizational unit in any Ministry, bureau, office or agency 
shall be authorized in their respective organizational struc- 
tures and be funded from appropriations provided by this 
Act, without authority from the Presidential Commission 
on Reorganization and the Office of Budget and Manage- 
ment. Organizational units created by administrative author- 
izations shall be considered as ad hoc arrangements that shall 
be staffed by contractual personnel or staff members on 
detail. 


Sec. 55. Implementation of Capital Oullays for Cons- 
truction Projects. Construction projects funded from capital 
outlays authorized in this Act under the various Ministries, 
bureaus, offices or agencies of the National Government, in- 
cluding the construction of buildings for state universities, 
colleges, schools, hospitals, sanitaria, health centers and 
health stations, roads and bridges, shall be implemented only 
in accordance with the appropriate standards and specifi- 
cations for the planning, survey, design and construction of 
the projects as prescribed by the Ministry of Public Works 
and Highways or the Ministry of Transportation and Com- 
munications, through either of said Ministries as the case may 
be. In addition, land use and zoning guidelines shall be 
prescribed by the Ministry of Human Settlements. In the 
prosecution of the construction projects, Sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 9 and 10 of Batas Pambansa Blg. 50 entitled “An Act 
Appropriating Funds for Public Works and Highways Projects 
and for Other Purposes”, and other legislations on public 
works shall be strictly complied with whenever applicable. 


Concluding Provisions 


Sec. 56. Separability Clause. If for any reason any 
section or provision of this Act is declared unconstitutional 
or invalid, other sections or provisions hereof which are not 
affected thereby shall continue to be in full force and effect. 


Sec. 57. Effectivity. The provisions of this Act shall take 
effect on January one, nineteen hundred and eighty-three 
unless otherwise provided herein.
